DR. JENKINS WILL HOLD THEM 
MONTHS IF NECESSARY. 


Clash of Authority Between State and 
Federal Offfcials—To-Day’s Arrivals 
From European Ports Ering No Sus- 
picious Cases—To-Morrow Ships From 
Hamburg Are Due—No New Cases De- 
veloped on the Stricken Moravia—Per- 
tinent Suggestions to the Public. 


QUARANTINE, NEW YorkK, Sept. 2,—The 
cholera situation at quarantine is at present 
practically uncbanged since yesterday. The 
Moravia is still lying off Hoffman Island with 
her passengers on board. No fresh cases 
have been reported and the convalescent 
patients are almost weil. 

The steamers Veendam, Gallia, Lahn and 
City of Berlin—which latter arrived shortly 
before 11 o’clock tuis morning—are lying off 
the quarantine station. The Veendam’s 
passengers have all been washed and all on 
~. ard the steamer are ready to goup, which 
will probably take piace this afternoon. 

The immigrants on the Lahn have not yet 
received their ablutions and the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer will probably be detained 
@ little longer than has been expected. 

The first batch of immigrants from the 
Cunard steamer Gallia went down to Hof?- 
man Island on the steamer J. P. Emmons 
@t 11 o’clock, and will prohably be able to 
land to-morrow. 

The City of Berlin will be detainea here full 
three days, though her cabin passengers will 
be landed this afternoon, She has no cases 
of sickness on board, though she has fifty 
Russians among her passengers. They 
have all berthed alone throughout the voyage 
in the forward part of the _ ship, the 
other immigants being berthed aft. They 
willall have to undergo the customary bath- 
ing and disinfection before landing. Her 
captain and passengers stated that they had 
not heard anything of the cholera’s arrival 
in England, and were vyery surprised on 
hearing the news. 

The lsland had fifty-eight cabin and 577 
steerage passengers. All the steerage pas- 
sengers are Scandinavians and Danes and 
are aremarkably clean and healthy lot of 
people. 

The City of Berlin is from Liverpool and has 
203 first-class cabin, 232 second-class and 655 
steerage passengers. The passengers had 
not heard of the arrival of cholera in England 
and were very excited over the news. 

STEAMERS NOW DUE. 

The remainder of to-day and to-morrow 
will probably see important arrivals, as the 
Rugia from Hamburg is due this evening, as 
{s also the City of Rome from Glasgow, both 
of which havea large number of immigrants 
on board. 

To-morrow the Normannia from Hamburg 
{fs due, also the Umbria from Liverpool, 
both of which ports are now Infectea. 

Cholera has very little chance of getting 
into the country through this port. The quar- 
antine arrangements are at present working 
in a most perfect way, andif Dr. Jenkins is 
allowed to carry out his plans there is no rea- 
gs0n why any case of the disease should ever 
get beyond the quarantine station. 

As an example of the strictness of arrange- 
mentsthe Tancarviile, which arrived here 
@ week ago, reported no hides in her 
cargo which they are not allowed to land 
without a permit from the Health Officer, 
She was allowed to proceed to New York 
by Dr. Talmadge. Since then the con- 
signees have been endeavoring to get a per- 
mit from the doctor to enable them to 
Janda their hides, but no permitWyvill be given 
unless they are fumigated 
authorities.

PLAGUE EXPERTS, 

Commissioner Allen and Drs. 
Sanborn of the Health Depart: 
panied by Drs. Samuel E, MilljfKen ayd Pedro 
J. Salicrup, the editors of Z tisto Medico 
Quirurcica, this forenoon visited the Moravia 
and Hoffman Island, Dr. Salicrup may be 
fairly entitled tgthe name of cholera expert. 
He was President of the Board of Health of 
Porto Rico for many years and’has seen three 
cholera epidemics. They will make a tho- 
rough inguiry into the cases on board 
the Moravia and report their decision 
as to whether it is trae Asiatic chol- 
era or not. Dr. Salicrap states that there is 
nothing very extraordinary Inthe factof the 
‘large mortali:y being among young children 
as the digestive organs of children are far 
weaker than those of adults and cholera in- 
' Yariably attacks the organs of digestion. 

As the steamer New York with doctors on 
board was starting it was discovered that a 
newspaper reporter had stowed himself 
@way on board. He was turned out of the 
boat, ‘ihe language that the doctor used 
was more forcible than elegant and he gave 
ordersto have an officer keep the wharf 
clear.

HIGHER THAN HARRISON. 

Dr. Jenkins says that he has power to de- 
termine how long vessels should remain in 
quarantine and notwithstanding the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation he proposes to use his 
ov/n discretion, and if necessary, or as the 
case demands, suspicious ships will be held a 
longer orshorter period than twenty days. 
His action will be taken with the understanda- 
ing that he alone is responsible and the Pres- 
ident will not be considered. As the case 
pow stands President Harrison’s proclama- 
tion will be ignored at quarantine. 

**T shall be governed by the State laws en- 
tirely,’’ said Dr. Jenkins, ‘‘and President 
Harrison’s proclamation does not apply to 
this port. Iam vested with power to hold 
any vessel as long as I deem it necessary and 
ho vessel shal! be Getained for twenty days 
uniess the occasion requires. I shall hold 
them six months if necessary. 

**‘Upwarads of twenty-five suspicious vessels 
dre due from now on until the expiration of 


the next ten days and we are preparing to 
meet them. It seems almost certain that 
some of them will bring cases of cholera on 
board. ’*- 

Dr. Jenkins said that the pilots of all in- 
coming steamers would be allowed to land, 
after being thoroughly fumigated. They are 
not exposed while on ship board, not 
mingling with the passen gers. 

It was reportéd at quarantine this after- 
noon that Collector Hendricks had said that 
if Heath Officer Jenkins does not obey the 
President’s quarantine proclamation that 
Ships affected by it will not be allowed to 
enter port. 

A CLASH OF AUTHORITY. 

Your representative called upon Collector 
Hendricks this morning in regard to the 
stand taken by Health Officer Jenkins in the 
matter of the President’s quarantine procla- 
mation. 

The Collector said: ‘‘Our instructions are 
clearas to vessels coming from cholera-in- 
fected ports. We will hold them under these 
orders twenty pays, unless a modification is 
received from Washington, whether the 
health officer says they may come upor not. 

**Passengers will be held with the cargo, 
and none will be permitted to come on Jand. 
As to vessels already in the harbor and not 
yet entered, although passed by the Health 
Officer, I have telegraphed for special in- 
structions, and until received they will be de- 
tainea. I repeat that the customs officials 
will hold vessels from quarantined ports 
there for twenty days, health officer orno 
heaith officer.’’ 

HUNTING FOR GERMS. 

Dr. John Byrne, the instructor of bac- 
teriology of the University of New York, will 
finish his examination of the germs from the 
Moravia cases and send his report to Dr. 
Jenkins late this afternoon. He de- 
clined to elve any of the results of 
his investigation. He intimated, however, 
that he found none of the cholera germs he 
was looking for. He said this did not sur- 
prise him, as the material he had to work on 
had no immediate connection with the 
cholera cases. 

He said had he secured some of the soiled 
linen there is no doubt but what he could 
have shown the germs were the true Asiatic 
cholera, 

A SUSPICIOUS CASE. 

The Health Inspector made a careful ex- 
amination of the suspected cholera patient 
at92 Orchard street late last night and re- 
ported to Dr. Roberts at sanitary 
headquarters that it was neither cholera 
nor cholerine. About 1 o’clock this 
morning Dr. Beck of 94 Rivingston street 
called at the Eldridge Street Station and said 
that he had been calied toanother immigrant 
in Orchard street, who came on the Russia 
from Hamburg and whose symptoms were 
the same and much more aggravated. Dr. 
Beck expressed the beilef, in spite of the 
Health Inspector’s report, that both his pa- 
tients were suffering from cholerine. 


DR. HAMILTON ON DUTY. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 2.--Dr. J.{B. Hamilton, 
ex-Surgeon-G@hneral United States Marine 
Hospital Service, left hurriedly for Washing- 
ton on theso’clock trainthis morning. He 
went inresponseto a dispatch from Secre- 
tary Foster telling him to report at Washing- 
ton forduty atonce. Dr. Hamilton has been 
through one epidemic of cholera and one of 
yellow fever, He drafted several acts of 
Congress establishing strict quarantine at 
ports of entry. 


MEETING THE PERIL. 


GHOLERA KEPT BEYOND THE GATES OF NEW 
YORK’S QUARANTINE. 

New YORK, Sept. 2.—Cholera has not yet 
succeeded in passing the gates of quarantine. 
It has noteven sought for admission since 
the plague-infested steamship Moravia ar- 
rived to report the twenty-two deaths which 
had occurred aboard her since she sailed 
from Hamburg and the two convalescents 
among her 268 surviving passengers. The 
last reports received from the Moravia an- 
chored off Hoffman Island stated that no hew 
cases had developed among the. passengers 
and that the convaiescents were 
doing well. This would seem to be good 
news enough for the people of this city 
for one day but they may further com- 
fort themselves with the assurance 
that the quarantine authorities, the local 
and State authorities, and even the National 
Government,have alitaken a hand in tne Ife 
and death game of keeping the cholera out. 
With regulations which are iron-bound and 
precautions which seem to cover every ave- 
nue of danger, backed up by an official cir- 
cular front’ the Treasury Department against 
further emigration from infected ports,there 
seems to be no warrant for a ‘‘cholera 
scare,’’ 

‘*Of courso there is danger toour people,’’ 
said Health Officer Jenkins, to-day, ‘‘but 
thatis no reason why people should get un- 
necessarily alarmed. An epidemic of chol- 
era mania is the next worst thing to an 
epidemic ofthe disease itself. The people, 


as represented by the authorities, aro being 


protected by everythingthat medical science 
and common sense can suggest. What more 
can be done? 

‘*Let them simply go along with their regu- 
lar daily lives, observing, of course, the pre- 
cautionary advicethat has been so widely 
disseminated by the Board of Health and 
they can then rest assured that they have re- 
duced the danger of an epidemic in this city 
to an absolute minimum.’’ 

This practical view of the situation was 
supported by the developments 

AT HOFFMAN’S ISLAND. 


was the regular business of the place. The 
process of cleansing and disinfecting on the 
island is complete. The baggage is run down 
achuteintoa disinfecting room, Where it 
remains for an hour and a half under 220 deg. 
of steam heat. The doctors say thereis no 
question thatthis will Kill any germ that 
may be lurking in clothing or elsewiere. 

The pass@hgers all have to go into the bath 
compartments and use soap and water with- 
out stint, The attendants stand by to see 
that they dothis. Asarule they area dirty 
lot, looking as if they had not hada bath for 
months, ifever. In the main they take good- 
naturedly to the scrubbing. 

The change made in their appearance byu 
liberal use of soapand water !s said to be so 
great that those who have been washed can 
hardly be recognized as part and parcel of 
those who have not. 

There is no mixing up of the immigrants’ 
baggage. Each lot is put intoa big sack be- 
fore it goes into the fumigating room. When 
it is taken out it is restored to its original 
recevtable. The immigrants themselves 
assist latgely in this work. 

The method of taking care of the immigrants’ 
valuables was one that bothered Supt. Owens 
fora time. One man wanted him to take

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accept the responsibiiitv. The difficulty was 
overcome by the steamship companies. They 
send a man down to Hoffman Island to take 
care of the valuables and he gives the owners 
checks for them. These valuables, money, 
jewelry, etc., are fumigated in the same 
manner as the baggage. 

Swinburne Island has as yet had nothing 
to do except to prepare itself for the work to 
come, Supt. Butler has his .hospitals all in 
Shipshape condition. The only patient he 
has there now is a girl with the measles. 
Later on he may have to receive the two con- 
valescent cholera patients from the Moravia. 
He will have to receive all cholera patients 
hereafter brought into the port. 

Mrs. Butler says she issurea lot of them 
must be coming. She bases her belief on the 
action of a favorite goat who got aboard a 
tug that wasto leave the island and left. 
Mrs. Butlersays her goat would not have 
left had it not been that cholera was coming. 

The New York Post-office and the Post-office 
Department at Washington are both alive to 
the danger, and are moving together to 
cause a thorough fumigation of all mails 
from Europe. 

| FRIGHT AT BATH BEACH. 

Bath Beach has had the cholera scare since 
Wednesday noon and visitors are rapidly 
leaving the place. Although a cool.breeze 
was blowing down the bay Wednesday the 
usual crowd of bathers gathered at the shore. 
About a mile away a large steamer was rock- 
ing on the waves. Suddenly a small vessel 
was seen torun uptothe steamer and after 
a few minutes a large yellow flag was hoisted 
to the top of the mainmast. 

The bathers at the shore watched the 
maneuver, not knowing what it meant. They 
asked some of the permanent inhabitants 
for the meaning and were horrified when 
they got theinformation: ‘‘Il suppose it’s 
some immigrant ship with the cholera 
aboard,.’’ One of them, in relating the in- 
cident, said: ‘*‘Before you could count three 
there was nota bather inthesurf. We later 
learned that our informant had told us the 
truth and that the vessel was the Moravia. 
Itisa shame, by the way, that they allowed 
that vessel toanchor here. It is all nonsense 


that there was no danger for us, because they 
removed all cholera patients to the hospital 
and no cholera infected stuff could reach us. 
Thank God the vessel is gone, but it has 
spoiled our fun.’’ 

Health Commissioner Griffin tis of the opin- 
ion that the fear of the bathers at Bath Beach 
is well founded and declared that owing to 
the presence ofthe Moraviathe shore of the 
lower bay at Bath Beach is not a good place 
to bathe now. In this connection Mayor 
Boody yesterday received the following let- 
ter from Col. Langdon of Fort Hamilton: 

In 1856 the yellow fever was communicated to the 
»e0ple of Bay Ridge by ships anchored in Gravesend 
jay. To-night the Hamburg steamer Moravia is be- 

ing disinfected in the same place. For the sake of 
the good people of Brooklyn get the ship away. 

Join Y. Kane, President of the Gravesend 
Boara of health, calleda special meeting of 
the board yesterday toconsider the matter 

ofthe anchoring of steamers with cholera 
aboard near Norton’s Point. Resolutions 
were adopted directing Shore Inspector Fer- 
guson to Keep the beach clear of bedding and 
garbage. Gravesend gutters and sewers and 
some of the Coney Island amusement halls 
will be disinfected. 

One of the hotelkeepers at Bath Beach said 
yesterday: ‘‘The scare is justified, but the 
people don’t know the danger they have 
been exposed to. I don’t want to increase 
their ear, but judge for yourself. 
The Moravia arrived here Tuesday night 
with the disease aboard, but it was 
not until noon on Wednesday that the 
first precautions against the spread of the 
epidemic weretaken, Fortwelve hours in- 
fected refuse matter and other stuff contain- 
ing the germs of that dread disease were 
probably, yes, even surely, thrown over: 
board. ‘This stuff was naturally carried to 
the shore by thetide. Hundreds of people 
were in bathingin the morning, not know- 
ing that the breakers they were enjoying 
were probably filling their blood with the 
particles which meant sure death to them. 
Hundreds of people probably have. come in 
direct contact with the polluted waters, and 
I shall be very happy ifit had no injurious 
influence on any of them. 

HAMBURG METHODS, 

Hamburg authorities have not displayed 
new traits in their unwillingness first, to 
admit the prevalence of an epidemic in their 
city, and second, when the fact that it was 
there could no longer be concealed, to reveal 
how eXtensive its ravages were. That sort 
of thing is an old story with Hamburg. Itis 
a business town and the truth about tne epl- 
deimics is lixely to hurt trade. 

kdward Robinson, a lawyer of 170 Broad- 
way, who was the United States Consul in 
jiamburg from 1869 to 1876, tolu a reporter 
something about the experiences he had in 
thatcity atatime when smallpox was epi- 
demic there. 

‘‘From 1871 to 1872,’’ Mr. Robinson said, 
‘*‘wehad small-pox in Hamburg and inan 
epidemic form, yet the authorities used to 
give clean bills of health to departing vessels 
as if the city were healthy. I did not 
like thatideaandIihad bills printed on yel- 
low paper and on them I put ‘‘small-pox 
still prevalent,’’ to the great disgust of the 
authorities. bressure was brought to bear 
to make me stop representing the case asit 
was. They told me that my bills of health 
were causing trouble for steamers going to 
American ports, but of course I continued to 
give the warning. When news came that 
cases of ‘cholerine’ had been found in Ham- 
burg, Isaid to myself, ‘the same old Ham- 
burgers. They’ve got cholera there but they 
won’tadmit it.’ In a day or two the dis- 

matches showed that cholera was there and 
iad been there for some time, and then a lit- 
tle later there came news there had beena 
tremendous increase in the number of cases. 

‘*'The fact is that they are, above all 
things, unwilling todo anything which may 
hurt business. People talk of the power of 
the American dollar on this side of the ocean, 
but in my timein Hamburg mark bancos 
meant more there than dollars ever did here. 
It was the way of the authorities to suppress 
anything rather than have therisk ofa rush 
out ofthe piace by which merchants might 
lose, 

‘*Theirform of government gives the old 
mercantile famillesa great power ia the ad- 
ministration of the city’s affairs. Andthe 


_ first thing they look to is the preservation of 


their commercial interests. That counts 


above everything with them.’’ 


Mr. Robinson said the condition of the city | 


was now probably. none too good.

BLOCKED BY QUARANTINE. 


THE PRBSIDENT’S ORDER VIRTUALLY STOPS 
IMMIGRATION—STATE’S POWERS. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—President Harrison’s 
executive order caused a sensation among 
the steamship agents inthis city yesterday. 
The President’s circular letter will practi- 
cally stop all immigration while the cholera 
epidemic lasts. Steamship agents recognize 
the fact that they will have to give up steer- 
age traffic to the detriment of their business. 
Capt. Underhill of the Guion Line said: 


‘*‘The President’s proclamation will prac- 
tically stop immigration tothe United States, 


but I think it will not affect those who go to 
Montreal a* 8 can cross the border tothe 
United States. My opinion is that we will 
have the cholera betweén now and next 
spring.’’ 

The agents had nothing 
have cabled for instructio 
ably be orders discontinuifg the traffic until 
further notice. The traffic from this side 
will continue as usual. Itis estimated that 
the fifty steamship companies will. lose 
$2,000,000 a month while the twenty days 
regulations are being carried, $1,009,000 rep- 
resenting the loss from steerage traffic alone, 
while the remainder represents the loss aris- 
ing out of diminished outgoing cabin passen- 
gers and loss of freight and incidental ex- 
penses, 


STATES MAY STOP IMMIGRATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—Alexander 
Porter Morse, who is a distinguished author- 
ity on constitutional law, says of the rights 
of States to establish quarantine against con- 
tagious and infectious diseases: ‘‘The Gov- 
ernors of the several States may stop imml- 
gration, no matter how limited the powers 


of the President may be. The States have 
the power to enforce quarantine regulations 
and they could easily make these rigid 
enough to practically put a stop to immi- 
gration. The question of their right to make 
and enforce quarantine laws came before the 
Supreme Court atthe October term in 1885, 
and was decided in favor of the power of the 
States. Morgan’s Louisiana & Texas Railroad 
& Steamship Co. appeared asa plaintiff in 
error against the Board of Heaith of Loulis- 
fana, and one of their counsel was the late 
Senator McDonald ofIndiana. The State was 
represented by Senator Evarts of New York, 
and other counsel, and the decision of the 
Supreme Court was unanimously in support 
ofthe judgment of the Supreme Court of 
Louisiana and the power ofthe State to en- 
force its quarantine regulations. 

‘*The Court held that, while some of the 
rules established under a quarantine system 
might amount to a regulation of commerce 
with foreign nations oramong the States, 
though not so designed, they belonged to 
that class which the States might have estab- 
lished until Congress acted inthe matter by 
covering .the same ground or forbidding 
State laws. The decision seemed to con- 
template almost exactly such a state of facts 
as exists to-day.

DOMINION GOVERNMENT PERFECTING 
QUARANTINE—AT OTHER POINTS. 
TORONTO, Ontario, Sept. 2.—The° Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at Ottawa to-day made 
application to the corporation of Toronto 
for the use of thecity steam ..disinfecting ap- 
paratus for the destruction of disease germs 
at the Sst. Lawrence quarantine station, 
Grosse Isle. The letter says that in view of 
ithe emergency and inasmuch as the appara- 
tus now being constructed for the station at 
Grosse Isle cannot be completed in time the 
government has been advised to secure the 
use of Toronto’s apparatus. All of which 


shows that the Dominion Government is not 
quite up to date in its quarantine arrange- 
ments. Toronto at once ordered that the 
apparatus be handed over to the govern. 
ment and it was shipped to-night to Grosse 
Isle.

PRECAUTIONS AT PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 2.—A brief meet- 
ing of the Board of Health was held to-day 
and it was decided thatthe port physician 
should remainatthe Lazaretto and exercise 
a strict oversight of the passengers who 
board the British Princess, now held in quar- 
antine. Dr. Leffman, who is .the port physti- 


cian, will remain aboard the steamer and 
closely watch for any symptoms of the 
dreaded dAlsease. Whenthe Lord Gough ar- 
rives, probably Sunday or Monday, she will 
be met at onceand similar precautions ob- 
served as in the detentionof the British Prin- 
cess. A Gommunication from Maj. Veale 
was read stating that the ship Minnesota 
from London, at pier 48, has on board 119 
bales of rags from Belgium and about 1,500 
bales of wool from Dundee, Ireland, but said 
to have been gathered in Russia. These rags 
will be detained untilthe board ts satisfied 
that they are not infected.

e official cholera figures 


cases and three deaths, Compared with the 
returns for Wednesday the report shows a 
decrease of six new cases anda falling off of 
seven in the deaths. Considerable interest 


has been manifested here as to what will be- 
come of tne Russian Jews who have been 
waiting here for two weeks for the arrival of 
funds to permit of their proceeding’ to Amer- 
ica. These Jews were expelled from Odessa 
and they traveled to Paris by way of Con- 
stantinople. The difficulties in their way 
have now been removed and to-day they 
started for Dieppe, where they Will go aboard 
a vessel that will convey them to Canada. 

It can be stated that their ultimate destl- 
nation is the United States and that their ob- 
ject in sailing for Canada is simply to escape 
quarantine regulations at the various United 
States seaports. They expect to make a very 
short stay in Canada and then to proceed 
across the St. Lawrence into the States. 

The newspapers here comment earnestly 
upon the silence of the English Consuls at 
Hamburg while cholera is prevatling there. 
The opinion is expressed that these officials 
ought to keep their respective countries thor- 
oughly iniormed as to the actual situation. @ 


IN GERMAN CITIES. 

BERLIN, Sept. 2.—The Imperial Sanitary 
Office reports deaths from cholera in many 
towns in Silesia, Zehlezwig, Luneberg and 
Posen. The Hamburg-Heligoland steamers 
have been suspended, 

The statistics of the Imperial Board of 
Health of yesterday show that there was at 
Hamburg 628 new cases Of cholera and 116 
deaths. In Altona twenty-six new cases and 
three deaths were reported, On the Island 
of Wilhelmsburg, in the Elbe, op- 
posite to the city of Hamburg, there 
were sixteen cases and three deaths. ‘The 
report further states that eighteen cases and 
seven deaths occurred at various isolated 
localities in Schleswig, three cases and four 
deaths in Tuenenberg, five cases and two 
deaths in Madgeburg, five cases and two 
deaths in Mecklenburg-Schwerin and one 
case and one Geath in Berlin, 


ONE CASE AT DUNKIRKE. 

DUNKIRKE, Sept. 2.—There is one case of 
cnolera Zere. The captain of the French 
steamer Susanne Marr, quarantined since 
Aug. 27, has sent to the lazaretto near St. 
Lazaire, a passenger attacked by cholera. 
Dunkirke isthe most northern seaport of 
France, on the Straitof Dover, Ithasa large

ANOTHER DEATH IN LONDON. 

LONDON, Sept. 2.—Another of the Russians 
who were stricken with cholera while waiting 
for the steamer that was to convey them 


to New York died to-day. Itis reported that 
a woman has died from the disease at Mac- 
clesfield, an extensive manufacturing town 
fifteen miles south of Manchester. 


SUSPECTS FROM FRANCE. 
MADRID, Sept. 2.—A medical inspector on 
the French frontier at Trun has sent to the 


hospital several cholera suspects who arrived 
on a train from France. 


DEATH RATE AT MOSCOW. 
Moscow, Sept. 2.—The death rate from 
cholera is increasing, owing to the increas-

IF CHOLERA APPEARS. 


HOW AN ATTACK OF THE DISEASE MAY BE PRE- 
VENTED. 

NEw York, Sept. 2.—Dr. Cyrus Edson, who 
isan eminent authority on the subject, re- 
cently prepared for publication a treatise on 
cholera and what to do If the disease ap- 
pears. He says: 

**Should the cholera come here we must 
then see to it that all germs are destroyed by 
heat before taking them into our bodies, It 
is necessary, too, that the most absolute 
cleanliness, especially of the hands, be ob- 
served, and particularly forthose who handle 
food. The germs may easily.be found on 
such things as straps in cars, balusters on 
public stairways, door knobs,money, and the 
like. Icannot too strongly state the fact 
that the chances of infection, were the 
cholera to break out to any extent, would be 


almost innumerable, and that no amount of 
precaution, therefore, can be too great. A 
person whose hands in any way come in 
contact with the discharges of a cholera 
patient could easily infect hundreds of peo- 
ple by leaving the bacilil where they could 
attach themselves to other hands. There is 
another danger, and one which is serious, 
existing in the common house-fly. It has 
been shown that these insects can carry the 
germs about with them. One reason why 
food should be eaten hot from the fire in 
cholera times is because then files will not 
light on it, and ali bacillion it prior to cook- 
ing are killed by the heat. 

‘*It is well here to say a word about liquor. 
Many people believe that brandy, if taken 
freely enough, will save them from cholera. 
That brandy has its uses I would be the last 
to deny, but assuredly one of theseis not 
drinking it at all at the time when there is an 
epidemic of cholera to the fore.’’ 

‘*In case a personis attacked by diarrhcea 
during a cholera epidemic two dangers are to 
be avoided, The first is that of a senseless 
panic; itis by nomanner of means certain 
he has cholera. At the same time we must 
proceed as though we had, in order to 
avoid the second, that of infection. Ali 
discharges must be disinfected at 
once. Forthis purpose a solution of seven 
grains of corrosive sublimate to a pint of 
water must be handy. It is well to have a 
large demijohn of this made up and to use it 
freely. Notonly must alithe discharges be 
covered with it, but the patient and any per- 
son coming near the infected matter must 
wash the hands thoroughly init. Ina word, 
everything in any way exposed must be dis- 
infected, 

‘*So far as the care of the health goes, were 
cholera to break out, it.is not difficult to give 
directions. * * * We must take plenty of 
sleep, afair amount of exercise, eat very 
plain food thoroughly cooked, drink water 
that has been boiled and allowed to cool in 
bottles on ice; let raw fruit alone, wear light 
flannels and in general lead as rational a life 
as we may. 

Dr. Edson then warns the people‘not to neg- 
lect anything that may servein any way to 
retard the growth of the disease, 

TYPES OF THE DISBASE. 

‘*Cholera may be of the mildest type,’’ he 
says, ‘‘somiid thata personis not confined 
to the house for more than g day or two, or It 
may kill within one hour after the attack. It 
is a disease that cannot be trifled with in any 
way, and werethere an outbreak of it in the 
city a physician should be consulted the mo- 
ment the patient is sick. It is also necessary 
in cholera time that whena personis at- 
tacked with any sickness, especially one ac- 
companied by aiarrhoea, the patient, with 
the nurse, be quarantined at once. Neither 
should mingle with the other persons in the 
house. All cloths, vessels or anything else 
from the’sick room must be placed fn the dis- 
infecting fluia described before being handled 
by others.’’ 

The doctor explains what the disepge is, 
how it is contracted and how it spreads. He 
tells where the present outbreak originated, 
says a few words avout its travels and then 
dwells upon the chances of its working much 
danger here. He says: 

**Asiatic cholera, so calied from the fact 
that it is a disease endemic in parts of Asia 
isa malignant disease of the biood, cause 
by the presence in the intestines of bacilli in 
countless myriads. This bacilius, discovered 
by Koch and named the ‘comma’ bacillus 
because it resembles the comma (,) in shape, 
increases by segmentation; that is, it divides 
itself into two pests, each becoming of full 
size and dividing again. The bacilli are 
given off in the ae from the bowels, 
aud cholera may-~ only caught by taking 
the bacilli into the mouth and stomach in 
some way. They are infinitely smail, so 
smailthat I have no words in which to con- 
yey an idea of thetr lack of size. They may 
be carried in the dust blown about the street,

THE DANGER NOT GREAT. 

‘*The practical question which concerns us 
in this country is the danger to which we are 
exposed. Thisis not very great. In the first 
place the fact of the existence of the disease 
is known, and in such matters to be fore- 
warned is emphatically to be forearmed. 
Second, the period of incubation of cholera 
is very short, being from a few hours to three 
days. Consequently, should any one infected 
board one of the ships coming here the 
disease would manifest itself before the ar- 
rival of the vessel. The advantage of this is 
obvious—no vessel could arrive here with 
cholera on board without the quarantine 
physictans finding or hearing of cases.’’ 

The definition of the term cholerine is not 
generally understood. There are certain 
premonitory symptoms, called by some au- 
thorities the first stage of the disease, to 
which the name of cholerine has been given. 
These consist of a general feeling of uneast- 
ness, weakness, nausea and diarrhoea, and 
sometimes vomiting; the dejections at first, 
though frequent. are natural. Cholerine is 
usually caused by eating overripe fruit, and 
while it may develop into Asiatic cholera, it 
isnot always a necessary precursor of that 
dread disease. The quantity of unsound food 
which must be taken into the system to pro- 
duce cholerine must be large. Jt differs fr 
cholera proper In this, as a single germ of the 
Asiatic plague introduced into the intestines 
takes a rapid course, and the whole mucous 
membrane in the course of a couple of days is 
eaten away. 


FILTH MAKES IT FORMIDABLE. 

The American Druggist says: ‘‘A great many 
people are giving themselves unnecessary 
trouble about the cholera. The disease is 
only formidable where inadequate measures 
exist for grappling with it. Deficient and 
impure water supply isthe primary cause of 
its origin in Asia. Dirt, ignorance and warm 
weather are the principal transmitters of the 
disease. In Madrasand Calcutta, India, the 
writer has seena large mortality from chol- 
era among the poorer classes where unsani- 
tary conditions prevailed, while immediately 
around them Europeans and natives who 
observed ordinary precautions in food and 
drink were wholly free from the disease. 
Bolling kills all cholera germs, and hence 
it is well, during a cholera epidemic, to boil 
all water and milk. Canned goods 


are alsoa safe diet atsuch timeif used at 
once on opening owing tothe boiling that 
they receive in process of being packea which 
effectually sterilizes the contents... While it 
may be well enoughto quarantine the low 
class of immigrants that have been reaching 
our shore from the infected districtsin Rus- 
sia and Germany or shut them out altogether 
for atime, there isno sensein the people 
being panic-stricken here, any more then 
they have been in France or Spain, where 
the cholera -has prevailed more or less for 
several years. Hundreds of chiidren die in 
this city every week from cholera infantum, 
superinduced by bad milk, but little thought 
is given to it.’’ 

No person need fear the cholera if he exer- 
cises ordinary care indiet, cleanliness and 


3 sanitary surroundings. 


SOUND ADVICE. 

The following circular issued by the New 

York Board of Health gives valuabie sugzges- 

tions at this time tothe people of the whole 
country as well as those of this city: 


Healthy persons ‘‘catch’’ cholera Dy taking into 
thetr systems through the mouth,as in their food or 
drink, orfrom their hands, Knives, forks, plates, 
tumblers, clothing, etc., the germs of the disease 
which are always present in the discharge from the 
stomach and bowels of those sick from the cholera. 

Thorough cooking destroys the cholera germ; 
therefore: ; 

Don't eat raw, 
even milk. 

Don’t eat or drink to excess. Use plain, wholesome 
digestible food, as indigestion and diarrhea favor 
an attack of choiera. 

Don't drink unboiled water. 

Don’t eat ordrink articles uraless they have been 
thoroughly and recently cooked or boiled, and the 
more recent and hotter they are the safer. 

Don’t employ utensils in eating or drinking unless 
they have been recently put in boiling water, the 
more recent the safer. 

Don’t eat or handle food or drink with unwashed 
— orreceiveitfrom the unwashed bands of 
others. 

Personal cleanliness and cleanliness of the living 
and sleeping rooms and their contents and thorough 
ventilation should be rigidiy enforced. Foul water 
closets, sinks, Croton faucets, cellars, etc.. should 
be avoided, and when present should be referred to 
the Health Board at once and remedied, 

The successful treatment andthe prevention of the 
spread of this disease demand that its earliest mani- 
festations be promptiy recognized and treated. 
Therefore: 

Don’t doctor yourself for bowel complaint, but go 
to bed and send forthe nearest physician at once. 
Send for your family physician; send toa Gispen- 
sary or hospital: send to the Heaith Department; 
send to the nearest police station for medical aid. 

Don’t wait, but send at once. If takenill in the 
street, seck the nearest drug store, dispensary, 
hospital or police station, and demand prompt 
medical attention. 

Don’t be frightened, but dobe cautious, and avoid 
tee and uunecessary exposures of every 
kind.

NATIONAL REGULATIONS. 


QUARANTINE RULES AS DEFINED AT THE TREAS- 
URY DEPARTMENT. 


WASHINGTON, D. €., Sept. 2.—Assistant 
Secretary Spaulding was a busy man this 
morning, for he is the official of 
Treasury Department who has 
direct supervision of matters 
relatingto immigration and there were 
many telezgrams to answer from individuals 
and from steamship companies interested in 
the twenty days quarantine circular issued 
yesterday. 

The chief question asked inthe telegrams 
seeemed to be as to the application of 
the quarantine restrictions in the case 
of steamers having on board cabin and 
steerage passengers. The Assistant Secre- 
tary explained to a reporter that ina case 
where a steamer Drought both immigrants 
and cabin passengers the latter are detained 
at quarantine long enough to assure the 
quarantine officers that there was no danger 
of introduction of cholera and then they 
would be allowed to jJand. The 
heaith officer would have full direc- 
tion in the matter. This will be 
welcome news to the large number of people 
who have friends now on ships afloat and 
those who contemplate sailing at an early 
day. 

ahe department received ai dispatch 
from the New York Shipping Co, 
asking whether London comes under 
the twenty days quarantine circulars, and 
whether their boats would be quarantined 
when they bave only cabin passengers. 

Secretary Foster replied that vessels not 
carrying immigrants would not necessa- 
rilv ve detained twenty days at 
quarantine, but that all vessels would be 
held long enougili to assure the health officers 
that there isno danger of their introducing 
cholera.

HALL HANGED. 


Closing Act in the Life of the Ken- 
tucky Desperado. 


Well Merited Punishment for His Many 
Deeds of Blood. 


A SPEECH ON THE SCAFFOLD IN THR 
FACE OF DEATH. | 


For Many Years He Has Terrorized the 
Mountaineers of Three States—Charged 
With the Commission of Ninety-Nine 
Murders—Threats of Vengeance by His 
Family—A Record of Crime Without @ 
Paraliel. 


NORTON, Va., Sept. 2.—Talt Hall, the Ken- 
tucky desperado, was safely hanged at Wise 
Court-house, Va., at noon to-day. There 
were fears of an attempt at rescue, but none 
were made. The murderer, who had been 
kept constantly under the influence of liquor 
during his last few days, made a speech on 
The drop fell at 12:34 p. m., and

life was pronounced extinct seventeen mine 
utes later. His neck was broken by the fall, 

Thousands of people poured into this vil- 
lage from every direction to get one glimpse 
of a man after death who has. become 
so notorious, Talton Hall, the condemned 
man, usually noted for his bravery, broke 
down completely. He stood in front of 
showering bullets, but grim death, the 
antagonist of life, hastoo many terrors for 
him. He siept but little during the pntght. 
This morning he ate no breakfastand had 
but little to sa to those 
around him. His sister, Mrs Bates, 
was in conference with him all morning; 
other relatives and friends from Floyd an 
Letcher visited him. They all deciare that 
there has never been a dan 
of a mob_ rescuing him, 
somebody must suffer for this hanging. The 
guard of more than one hundred was on tlie 
alert; every man coming in with a gun or 
pistol was divested of his Ja tr 

Father F. J. Luckie of Lynchburg was with 
the prisoner several times since last night. 

A MURDEROUS RECORD, 

Hall’s record is a partofthe criminal his- 
tory ofthe mountain regionon which bor- 
ders the States of Virginia, Tennessee and 
Kentucky. Hehas gone into the galaxy of 
murderous outlaws with ninety-nine capital 
crimes to his credit. But this largely fiction. 
The number of men who have fallen before 
his Winchester will not reach .anything like 
that number. 

Hall was executed for the killing of Town 
Marshal Hylton of Norton. He and James 
Bates, his brother-in-law, appeared in Nor- 
ton, Va., June, 1891, After various brawls a 
warrant against Bates for grand larceny was 
issued and an attempt was made to execute it 
by Hylton. Bates and Hall were in the yards 
Oorarailway when the officers found them. 
Hylton, who aid not see Hall, presented his 
pistol at Bates’ headand demanded that he 
surrender, Hall stepped from behind the 
car and, drawing his pistol, made Hylton 
hand over his weapon. Nosooner was the 
officer disarmed then Hall shotat him, Hyl. 
ton Knocked the pistolup. Bates then seized 
Hylton, and thus, while being heid by Bates, 
Hall deliberately shot him to death. Bates 
was captured but Hall escaped from a large 
posse by crawling on his hands and knee 
through the woods, : 

He escaped to Memphis, where he wag 
captured while driving a street car. 

FIGURED IN MANY FEUDS. 

The complete record of Hall’s crimes will 
never be known, as he figured in many of the 
feuds which gave East Kentucky such an 
unenviable reputation abroad, and in which 
little account was taken of the 
loss of life. But he was no _ greater 
criminal than many other desperadoes 
who are yet to grace the scaffold. Hafli 
was born in Letcher County, Ky., 46 years 
ago, and grew up with such desperadoes ag 
John Wright, who is credited with twenty- 
seven mrvders, and the ‘‘Doc’’ Taylor 
against wuom he is now so bitter. 
These mea joined Guerilia Morgan’s band 
when the war broke out, and made them- 
selves conspicuous fortheir deeds of reckless 
daring. Whenthe war ended they returned 
to Kentucky and inaugurated a reign of tere 
rorinthe mountains. Murders were the 
daily amusement of the gang, and although 
they were frequently arrested, the terror 
which they inspired insured their acquittal 
when brought to trial. It was well known 
that any juror who voted to convict 
any of the Gesperadoes would be marked for 
their friends, andasa consequence they al-. 
ways escaped. Inthis way Hall was acquit* 
ted of the cold blooded murder of Henry < 
gard in 1866. Hekilled Dan Pridmore in} 
and was acquitted. A cowardly jury acquit- 
ted him of Nat Baker’s murder in 1881, and he 
went free when he murdered his brother-in- 
law, Henry ‘Tripplet, in 1883. He ki ’ 
Henry Houk in 1883 and was indicted, 
but no Officer dared arrest him, 
andin 1885 killed his cousin, Mack Fall, and 
laughed at the Sheriff who tried to arrest 
him.

POLICE IN PURSUIT. 


The Secretary and Cash of a Building 
Society Gone. 

LonpDow, Sept. 2.—The Kent & Surrey Bulld- 
ing Society of Woolwich has collapsed. It 
has beén discovered that the Secretary, 
George Pryceson, has falsified the books for 
years and has embezzled at. least £50,000. 
The shareholders in the society are chiefiy 
artisans employed in the Woolwich arsenal 
and small traders, who will lose everything 
they have invested, It is believed 
that the depositors in the Banking Depart- 
ment of the society will possibly be paid the 
amount of their deposits, but itis certain 
that nothing can be saved for the share- 
holders. Bryceson was & leading light in the 
Presbyterian Church and noted for the regu- 
larity of his attendance at religious worship 
and his unction in prayer. He appears to 
have foreseen the exposure and quletly 
made his departure in some unknown direc- 
tion. Itis beliéved that he is in Spain. A 
warrant has beén issued for his arrest and 
the police are already in pursuit. Another 
building society has collapsed to-day. It is 
called the Liberation Building Society, and 
its failure is consequent on the suspension of 
payments by the London and General Bank. 
The liabilities of the Liberation Society are 
heavy, but no criminal charges are alleged 
in connection with the failure.

The Sulllvan special had arrived in Syra- 
cuse at1:55a. m., two minutes behind the 
schedule. It resumed its Journey at 2:15 a, m. 
When the now quiet train rolled into the big 
arched depot at the ‘*Flower VCity’’ there 
were preludings of dawn inthe eastern sky. 
It was 40’clock a. m,, and there were at that 
hour a few belated souls waiting to join the 
pilgrims already snoring soundlv throughout 
the train.

When the 
long whistle sounded for Utica the train was 
growing quiet within. From an occasional 
window the light streamed out into the 
night, where the ‘‘old boys’’ yesterday vis- 
ited together, the pores being unable to 
get consent that their berths should be made 
up.

‘*Sullivan and Lare good friends, we have 
been companions, but for all that I cannot 
support Sullivan against a man like Cor- 
bett. LIwishI could, because lI could make 
lots of money. I Know Sullivan’s record, 
and forthe life of me I cannot finda man 
whom Sullivan has whipped, who ts any 
where near Corbett’s class. Suilivan could 
not do anything with Mitchell when the 
latter was only a middle-weight, weighing 
148 pounds. tie had to resort to theoia 
trick of throwing Mitchell through the 
ropes, although the match was at Sullivan’s 
boasted style under the Queensberry rules, 
AlHthough Sullivan could not whip Mitchell 
he got the decision.

Twenty-Six Members of the Water 
Tower M. E. Flock Secede. 


THEY JOIN ST, PAUL’S METHODIST EPIS- 
COPAL CONGREGATION. 


The Dismissal of Sunday School Superin- 
tendent Elmer E. Lacey Leads to the 
Division—Some of the Seceders Did 
Not Even Wait for Letters—A Serious 
Church Row. 


At the regular Sabbath morning services of 
St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, No. 1927 8t. Louls avenue, last Sun- 
day, Rev. C. L. Smith received twenty- 
seven additions to his flock. So flat- 
tering an increase of membership 
atone time would be considered a golden 
harvest by the most successful evangelist, 
but Dr. Smith, whois very ill, has had no 
revival at his church which might bring 
into the fold this bunch of straying 
sheep. The additions were due to what is 
oftentimes more fruitful of additions thana 
revival—a bitter dissension in another 
church of a different denomination. ‘This 
is the explanation of the additions 
to St. Paul’s, for of the twenty-seven new 
comers twenty-six were former members of 
the Water Tower M. E. Church of the north- 
ern jurisdiction, who had not only left 
the church congregation to which 
they belonged, but even went 
outside their church to find a haven of peace 
for their spiritual troubles. 

CAUSE OF THE DEFECTION. 

The defection is due _ altogether to 
the dispute between Kev. J. F. Cor- 
rington, pastor of Water Tower 
Church, and Mr. Elmer E. Lacey 
formerly superintendent of the Sunday- 
School at Water Tower Church. Mr, Lacey 
was the leader of a_ faction which 
has labored at several conferences 
to have Rev. Mr. Corrington removed. 
The conferences successively failea 
to remove the pastor, and Mr. Corrington 
knowing that efforts were being made to oust 
him, took strong measures to squelch the 
discordant element. UHepreferred several 
charges against Mr. Lacey, accusing him of 
creating dissensions in the church body, in 
opposing the pastor and otherwise foment- 
ing a little schism in Water Tower Church. 
Mr. Lacey was tried before a committee of 
ministers and elders at Trinity M. &. Church, 
Tenth and North Market streets, in 
May. The session of the committee 
lasted all night, and with the peep of day 
Mr Lacey was declared guilty and was sen- 
tenced to expulsion from Water Tower 
Church. The charges and trial were kepta 
close secret, but the whole met- 
ter was published in the POSsT- 
DISPATCH and caused much comment. 
Mr. Lacey was not friendless among the 
brethren of Water Tower Church, and when 
he took an appeal to the quarterly conference 
many of the anti-Corrington party expected 
to see the finding of the trial committee re- 
versedand Mr, Lacey restored tothe rights 
and privileges of membership. 

The quarterly conference metat Carondelet 
Aug. 5, and to the surprise of Mr. Lacey’s 
friends, confirmed the anathema breathed 
upon him by the committee. Seeing all hope 
of triumph gone, the dissatisfied members of 
Water Tower Church concluded to forsake 
Water Tower Church and the Methodist 
Church body which had sanctioned the ex- 
pulsion of Mr. Lacey, their leader, 

THE SECESSION, 

Sunday before last two young ladies came 
to Rev. Mr. Smith, pastor of St. Paul’s M. EF. 
Church, South, attached to an  ecclesi- 
astical body absolutely distinct from 
the M. E. Church, with which 
Mr. Corrington’s flock is affiliated. 
The young ladies presented letters of dismis- 
sion from Water Tower Churcr and were re- 
ceived by Rev. Mr. Smith. Two others came 
to Mr. Sintth from Water Tower, so thatthe 
pastor of St. Paul’s was not surprised atthe 
landslide which came last Sunday.It was said 
that thirty members of Water Tower Church 
went over to St. Paul’s without letters of dis- 
mission because Rev. Mr. Corrington had re- 
fused to grant them these customary creden 
tials. Investigation proves that this is not 
altogether true. Rev. Mr. Smith was seen at 
his home, No. 2220 sulllvan avenue, where he 
lies sick in bed, and asked to tell the circum- 
stances of the numerous additions to his 
church last Sunday. ‘*‘Twenty-six former 
inembers of the Water Tower M. E, Church,’’ 
saidhe, ‘thave joined my church, twenty- 
two last Sunday and four the Sunday 
previous. Of those who came to us last Sun- 
day some bad letters specifying that they 
were members of the Water Tower Churchin 
good standing and fitted to join St. Paul’s. 
Others had what Brother Carring- 
ton called certificates, which merely 
stated that the bearers were exemplary 
members of the Water Tower Church, but 
not directing themtoany particular church. 
Three had nelther letters of disinission nor 
certificates, and were received ona profes- 
sion of faith because they stated that they 
had applied for letters to Bro. Carrington 
and received nporeply. Mr. kimer KE, Lacey, 
the expelled Sunday-school superintendent 
was the first one received last Sunday. He 
of course had no letters of dismissal and was 
received on a profession of faith.

Only One Survivor of a Foundered Lake 
Steamer’s Crew. 

SAULT STF. MARIR, Mich, ,! Sept. 2.—A. fish 
tug arrived here last night with Henry Stew=— 
art of Algona on board. Stewart is the only | 
survivor of the mammoth steel steamer 
Western Reserve, which foundered Tuesday 
morning near White Fish Point on the course 


to Keewana. Stewart was the wheelman. on 
the luckless vessel. The steamer left the Soo 
Canal Tuesday, having on board Capt. 
Peter Minch, his wife, children, his wife’s 
sister, besides the regular crew of 
twenty-two hands. Stewart is positive that 
he is the only one ofthe twenty-seven on 
board who escaped. The big vessel. he said. 
broke in two sixty miles above Fish Point 
and sank ina few minutes. The captain, his 
tamily and crew took tothe yawl boats at 
once. Before they had got fairly started one 
of the boats capsized, drowning eight of the 
crew. The other yawl went to the rescue, but 
could do nothing. When about a mile 
anda half from the shore the other yawl 
overturned. Stewart, whois a good swim- 
mer, reached the shore exhausted, and 
walked ten milestothe nearest life saving 
station. Help was sent to the scene, but 
nothing could be found of the captain or 
crew.

DON’T GET NERVOUS. 

The suggestion that immigration be 
prohibited until after all danger from 
cholerais passed is not practicable under 
the law and is not necessary. If a rigid 
quarantine is enforced it will have the 
same effect as a prohibition. It is always 
doubtful, of course, if such a quarantine 
can be enforced, but the National Health 
Department is on the alert and everything 
possible will be done. It is likely that 
vigorous work will prevent any serious 
inroad of thé plague and perhaps limit its 
ravages to a few spots. 

But even should the disease effect a 
lodgment no cleanly and healthy person 
need fearit. In this connection the fol- 
lowing from the American Druggist is 
timely and well put: 

A great many people are giving themselves 
unnecessary trouble about the cholera. The 
‘disease is only formidable where tnadequate 
measures exist for grappling with it. De- 
ficient and impure water supply is the 
primary cause of itsoriginin Asla. Dirt, 
ignorance and warm weather are the princi- 
pal transmitters of the disease, In Madras 
and Calcutta, India, the writer has seen a 
large mortality from cholera among the 
poorer classes, where no sanitary condition 
prevailed, while immediately around them 
Europeans and natives who observed ordi- 
nary precautions in food and drink were 
wholly free from the disease.

POLICE ORDERS ISSUED. 

Acting Chief of Police Reedy issued the 
following order this morning to the Captains 
of each of the seven police districts into 
which the city Is divided: . 

Str—You cannot too moony Seeeers upon your 
officers the necessity of having ail health nuisances 
on their beats abated, and if possible removed. See 
that at roll call every oflicer reports on the 
sanitary conditions of his beat. Tell every officer 
that the health of this community depenés upon his 
vigilance, and where citizens do not co-operate with 
him in removing nuisances he must promptly 
report the facts for your information. Let 
every officer understand that you will hold him re- 
sponsible for any unsanitary condition on his beat, 
On your daily tour of inspection pay particular at- 
tention tothe mannerin which your sergéants and 
patrolmen carry ont yOurorders. Have thein watch 
alleys, gutters and filthy yards or premises, water- 
closets, etc., in particular and you 
will report by charges all officers whom 
you find negligent of duty in this matter. Have this 
order read to your men atrolicall as often as you 
deem it necessary, in order that it may be kept cone 
finually beforethem. Respectfully,

Chief Reedy says that the Police Depart- 
ment will co-operate to the full extent of its 
power with the Health Department in plac- 
ing the city Inthe best possible sanitary con- 
dition forthe cholera. All buildings, inciud- 
ing private residences, are to be inspected 
and particular attention is to be paid to 
sewer connections. 


SANITARY ADVANTAGES OF ST. LOTIS. 

Mayor Noonan gives four reasons why the 
city of St, Louis is better prepared to resist 
an attack of cholera than almost any city in 
the world of a proportionate population. 

The first is that the Mississippi River, with 
the Missouri and Meramec Rivers, flow 
around it, with currants swifter than those 
draining any city in the country of its size. 

Secondly, the city covers a larger territory 
in proportion toits population than that of 
any city inthe world, thus giving plénty of 
air and sunshine in the resident and business 
portion of it. 

Thirdly, fromthe fact that itis bulltona 
series of plateaus extending back fromthe 
river to to the western limits of the city, its 
natural drainage facilities are not surpassed 
by the topographical conditions of any large 
city. Inadditionto this it has a system of 
well-planned and well-constructed sewers, 
second only in the world to those of the city 
of Paris. 

And lastly its abundant supply of pure and 
wholesome water renders the spread of an 
epidemic froin this source almost impossible. 
The purity of the Mississipp! water and its 
value as a drinking water is universally ac- 
knowledged by all sailors and seamen who 
ever took their supply on ships or vessels 
from the mouth of theriver. Ithas been 
proven to Keep in a healthy conditionin 
casks for six months when other. waters 
would be corrupted in one or two months. 
During the epidemics of cholera in 1849 and 
1866 nearly all the drinking water ——s in the 
city was taken from wells, hundreds of which 
have since been abandoned and closed as be- 
ing ryt ey! poisonous. 

As the city Is on the eve of its carnival fes- 
the Mayor says that there is no 
healthier or safer place in the country than 
St. Louls and that the precautions taken by 
the Health Department are simply done with 
aviewto make our almost perfect sanitary 
condition doubly assured, 

CITIZENS MUST ACT. 

Mayor Noonan stated to-day thatthe people 
and property owners should be notised of 
the necessity of cutting down all weeds and 
lots, yards, by roadsides, 
It appears that this is not part of the 
Sireet or health Departinent’s work, and de 
voives upon the people. As breeding spots 
for disease, such places should be promptiy 
attended to. 

Comptroller Stevenson has gone heart and 
soulinto the movement to put St. Loulsin 
thoroughly good sanitary condition.

Pakis, Sept. 2.—Although M. Carnot’s term 
of office does not expire till 1834, the question 


whether he shall be bis own successor or an- | 
other be elected in his stead is occupying | 
public attention here to a cofisiderable ex- 
tent and éspecially in newspapers. A press 


correspondent in Paris has questioned some 
of the leading journalists of the city onthe | 


subject. One of the editors of the Jemps said: 
‘*As things look to-day M. Carnot stands the: 
pest chance. His administration has been 
excellent and his private character is above. 
reproach, The Franco-Russian alliance was 
brought about during his term .and thi 
counts powerfully inhis favor, M. De Frey- 
cinet, now Minister of War and several times 
Prime Minister, is a prominent candidate for 
the presidency.’’ 

M. De Constantin of the Gii Blas said: ‘*The 
next struggie for the Presidency will be a 
hard one. The conservative Republican party 
is becoming stronger and stronger every day 
and the Royalists are growing weaker. The 
elections for the Chamber of Deputies in the 
autumn of 1893 will finish them. So, of course, 
a Republican will be chosen, for ;you Know it 
isthe Senate and the Chamber which to- 
getber name our President. M. Carnot as 
done weil, but we would like a change. He 
has been attacked of late in some quarters 
because he is said to be playing the sove- 
reign. ButIdo not think this criticism is 
jast. Then again itis said. that mistakes in 
etiquette on the part of Mme. Carnot have 
been the cause of these attacks.’’ 

One of the Soir staff remarked: ‘‘It is dim- 
cult now to say just how the election will go. 
The entire Chamber of Deputies will be 
changed in October of 1893, and in January 
following, four months before the Presiden- 
tial election, one-third of the Senate will also 
be changed. We fear the Socialists may con- 
tinue to grow strong, but hope to have asa 
set-off tothis the disappearance before then 
of the anti-Kepublican parties. M. Carnot 
may be favored again, but he has popular 
rivals in De Freycinet, Floquet, now Presi- 
dent of the Chambers of Deputies, and Ribot, 
now Minister of Foreign Affairs.’’

SOCIAL SCIENCE, 


Sweating System in America and Europe 
Discussed. 

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 2.—The last day’s 
session of the Social Scienee Convention was 
devoted to an interesting line of discussion 
upon the ‘*Sweating System in Europe and 
America.’’ Mr, A. B, Sanborn, President of 
the Department of Social Kconomy, presided 
and madea few pertinent remarks. In his 
report upon the sweating system Secretary 
Joseph Lee alluded to the efforts New York 
State is making to secure the abolition of that 
kind of labor, The most interesting paper of 
the day was that read by H.. 8. Wadlin, 


Labor Commissioner ofjMassachusetts, spoke 
of the ogee yf system in Meow in that 
State. He said ihe system Is confined chiefiy 
to the manufacture of clothing, of which 
$25,000,000 worth 18 made each year, 9 per 
céntunder the sweating systém, One-half 
orthe work is done ih Massachusetts and 
Maine, and the restin New Hampshire and 
New Jersey. In Boston the work is mainly 
confined to finishing, while in New York [t 
consists in the entire making of a garment in 
familly apartments. The amount of work 
being sentto New York by Boston contrac- 
tors is increasing. Among the eniployes per- 
sons of forelgn birth largely predominate, The 
contract system is notin itselfso objection- 
abie and the evis only occur when unscrupu- 
lous contractors undertake to do the work 
for less than living wages. To makea profit 
he employs men who for Wages geta sort of 
poyelty upon the amount of work they can 
drive their slaves to doina day. The work 
is done in some instancés by the plece, hours 
oflabuvrare disregarded and the tamily em- 
ployed eat, sleep and Work’ in the same 
rooms, thus oastng the contractor shop hire 
and factory reguiations.

Review of the Testimony in the Bor- 
den Murder Case. 


EVIDENCE WHICH MAY INDICT LIZZIE 
FOR MURDER. 


Important Points Which the Prosecution 
Has Kept in the Background—The 
Statement Made by the Prisoner 
When the Crime Was First Disoov- 
ered—Those Six Questions. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Sept. 2.—Lizzie Borden 
has been committed to the Tanton Jail with- 
out bail to await the action of the Grand-jury 
of this, Bristol Oounty, the court believing 
her ‘‘probably gulity’’ of killing her father. 
The defendant’s attorney, Ldwyér Jennings, 
made a hopeless appeal for his client, but 
when Attorney Knowlton closed an hour’s 
speech for the prosecution Judge Blaisdell, 
with tears in his eyes, announced the decis- 
ion of the court. The defendant, defiant in 


every line, stood erect, and “without even a 
blush, heard the judgment of the court, and 
marched out of the court-room tothe jailas 
unconcerned as the Sheriff. 

It will be remembered that at the Coroner’s 
investigation Lizzie stated that on the day of 
the murder, after her father went out inthe 
morning she never went upstairs, and so far 
as she Knew she was alone inthe lower part 
of the house fora large portion of the time 
when her father was away. The front door 
was locked and nobody coula have got in that 
way. Whenherfathercame in she was in 
the kitchen eating a pear. There wasa little 
fire in the stove, but not much, and she put 
in a small piece of wood tostart it up. She 
did not see Bridget after her father came in. 
Lizze said she wenttothe barn to get lead 
forasinker. She got it from a box on &@a 
workbench. She had not been in the barn 
for three months before. She unlocked the 
screen door to gotothe barn after she fixed 
her fatheronthe lounge. When she came 
back her father was dead and she gave the 
alarm. 

NO DIRECT EVIDENCE AGAINST LIZZIE. 

That the prosecution made out a case 
strong enough to hold the prisoner for the 
tGrand-jury is generally admitted, but few 
hink a jury will convict on the evidence pre- 
sented. There has not been a scintilla of 
testimony to airectly connect Lizzle with the 
crime. 

The absence of blood upon her clothes and 
person, where, by the very nature of things, 
it was impossible for the murderer to escape 
without belpg spattered, isa strong point in 
her favor. While all the circumstances 
point ,to her as the criminal, they dosoina 
negative way only, because there absolutely 
no one else to whom suspicion attaches. 

So the great murderrests for the present. 
The next act opens in the Grand-jury room, 
when the hand of the prosecution will unfold 
the important facts which it is believed they 
have so far conceaied from the defense and 
the public. 

The prosecution has settled the primary 
facts about the murders. The position of 
the bodies, the shocking nature or the 
wounds, the absence from the house ofall its 
inmates except Lizzio Borden and Bridget 
Sullivan. These thingare admitted. ft has 
further shown by medical testimony that 
Mrs. Borden came to her death fully an hour 
anda halfortwo hours before her husband. 
It has shown that at the momentof the 
attack on Mrs. Borden Lizzie Borden was on 
the same floor, if notin the next room; that 
anax stained with what !ooked like biood, 
and bearing evicences of recent scraping anu 
washing, was foundin the cellar; that cer- 
tain articles of Lizzie Borden’s attire were 
found to be slightly spotted with biood, or 
what looked like blood,

There was something. Mr. Adams Knew 
that perfectly weil, and no attorney ever 
made a braver, better fight to bring it out. 
But he could not stir the immobile Bridget 
one ftota. At one time he was very near 
striking the truth, but the girl never Wav- 
«red. That was when be turned up the nn 
expected point about the type-written cocu- 
ment which District Attorney hnowltun 
showed to Bridget after the adjournment on 
Friday. Did Bridgetreadit? No. Did Mr. 
hnowlton read ittoher? Yes. What was it 
about? Bridvet didn’t know. 

She sald that what Mr. Knowlton read to 
her was about halfa dozen words. Onthe con- 
trary, it was about haifa dozen questions 
puttoheronthe inquest with the answers 
she gave to them. These questions and 
answers contain the very substance and mar- 
row of the prosecution’s case. 

What the six questionsare is asecret which 
Mr. Knowltonis carefully guarding forthe 
Grand-jury. The shrewdest guessers areas 
much in the dark as Mr. Adams was when his 
fruitless cross-examination ended. It is only 
admittedthat they are of vital importance. 

Of the stories that have been printed about 
Bridget Sullivan’stesti!imony there was one 
that during the time she was up stairs in her 
room, the very time at which Mr. Borden was 
murdered, she satatthe window command- 
ing a full view or the back yard and the barn, 
and she swore that Lizzie borden 
dia not go to the barn as she _ said, 
nor enter the back yard. Another wastothe 
effect that either when Bridget came down- 
stairs in reply to Lizzie’s alarm or before that 
she saw Lizzie with the bloody ax. Some 
other !magination produced the story that 
Lridget caught Lizzie washing the ax. 

This ts allmere guesswork. Nohuman being 
except Mr, Knowlton, Judge Blaisdell, the 
court stenographer and LBridget Sullivan 
knows what the questions are, and they can 
be depended upon to keep the secret. Un- 
doubtedly Mr. Knowlton ts satisfied that with 
whathehas put inso farand what he has 
still in reserve he has enough to Insure an in- 
dictment. 

It was noticed that Mr. Knowlton in his ex- 
amination of Bridget did not once touch upon 
the relations that existed between the nem- 
bers of the Borden family, although it was 
perfectly notorious to scores of their ac- 
quaintances that the Bordens led an unhappy 
home life, and Bridget knew more about this 
than anybody else. It is possibile that Mr. 
Adams suspects the nature of the informa- 
tion which is withheld, but was debarred by 
the rules of procedure from verlfying the 
suspicions by any leading questions. He 
could not ask Brideet Sullivan if she saw 
Lizzie with an ax or if she was looking out of 
the window, because none of these things 
had beerf brought out in the direct ex- 
amination.

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BASE BALL PATRONS 


Their Decreasing Number Alarms 
League Magnates. 


A BIG FALLING OFF IN THE ATTENDANCE 
THIS SEASON. 


The Growing Interest in Horseracing 
and Objectionable Methods of League 
Magnates Responsible—The Washing- 
ton-Pittsburg Relay Bicycle Race Com- 
menced—Mark Baldwin Arrested. 


Complaints that base ball has been losing 

itshold onthe public have not been unfre- 
quent thisseason. The plaint that has gone 
up from Chicago, New York and Boston has 
been particularly loud and heartrending. 
These are the towns that in past years have 
been enjoying the cream of the base ball 
patronage, but this season, if figures 
can be relied upon, they have fallen far 
below several cities that have a much 
smaller constituency todraw from. But the 
depression is not confined toany few cities. 
It is generalin character and has been re- 
marked by the spectators and felt with great 
keenness by the magnates. 
Various explanations have been given out 
inattemptinetosolve the causes of this 
falling offinthe patronage. Nearly all of 
them agree on two points—the Players’ 
League movement of 1899 and 
the war of last season with 
the American Association. A more vital fact 
than eltheris overlooked. The real reason 
must not be looked for within the base Dall 
field, although there are many things there 
that have added materially to bring about 
the result, the underlying result must be 
found outside. Plainly stated it is the rashly 
increased interest in horse racing that 
is undermining the public interest 
in base ball. The latest fad 
of racing every day in the year Keeps a 
throng of regulars away from the ball park 
that inthe longrun become very conspicu- 
ous fortheirabsence. That this class would 
attend ball games, if not otherwise engaged, 
is proved by their presence in great nym- 
bers whenever a morning game is sched- 
uled., 

The base ball writer ofthe Boston Jerald, 
who has a decided predilection for figures, 
has compiled statistics of the attendance at 
games East and West during the first season 
from figures furnished by the management. 

The figures show that the Boston team 
drew the largest attendance throughout the 
country of any team in the League, The 
attendance at the several team games was as 
follows:

This shows that the base ball fever is 
subsiding with great rapidity in the effete 
East, despite the hungry and grasping 
efforts of managers to snatchallthe yood 
playing material from their Western rivals. 

The largest attendance of the season was at 
Cincinnati, where 138,866 people witnessed 
the games during the first series. Sunday 
games added materially to this. 

Taking week-day games as a basis—and it 
is the only fair way—Pittsburge leads the 
League, and in fact, as faras money returns 
are concerned, it leads Cincinnati, for Pitts- 
burg isa 60-cent city tu the core, while the 
revenue in Cincinnati is largely drawn on the 
26-cent admission basis. The same may be 
said of Boston and Cleveland in comparison 
with Philadelphia, St. Louis and Louisville. 
The attendance in the two cities first named, 
while below that in the three cities men- 
tioned, really represents more revenue to 
the clubs and the League because of the 
overwhelming preponderance of the 25-cent 
element in the latter cities. 

Inciuding Sunday games, the order in at- 
tendance in the cities of the League was as 
fojlows: Cincinnati, 138,866; littsburg, 118,- 
046; St. Louis, 113,912; Philadelphia, 103,939; 
Brooklyn, 98,277; Louisville, 88,313; Boston, 
83,633; Washington, 83,260; Cleveland, 75,622; 
Chicago, 70,831; New York, 67,106; Baltimore, 


55,558. 

The tale these figures teliisthat base ball 
isatalow ebb and has declined fearfully 
since the prosperous season of 1889. Men 
financially interested in base bail hope that 
the Twelve Club League and the double 
championship win back the public support 
that was lost during the two years’ 
of war, but experience thus far has 
failed to show that the looked for re- 
sult would be accomplished. The 
base ball magnate never a popular 
character with the public has persistently 
stood in the way of public interest in the 
game. 

The top-heavy twelve-club league, with its 
record o! broken contracts, reduced salaries 
and ruthless disregard ofthe wights of both 
players and public, will not dod much tore- 
vive interest in the national game.
